The inevitable results of this etu 
pid high tariff restriction policy is 
obvious Foreigners who cannot 
sell their goods to us are forced to 
develop substitutes for our raw pro- 
duete, and so there will be less and 
less demand for wheat, cotton and 
wool, and then the producers of 
these commodities, in the end, will 
most certainly be harmed
